General Browne Dead 


The 
sudden dei^h of ex Surgeon 
General John Mills Browne of the 
United States Navy, in Washington 
on Friday evening last, was received 
in Berkeley on Saturday. 
He was 
born in Hensdale, N. H., May 10, 


1831, 
and graduated in the inedual 
department of Harvard 
U t t i v e i s i t ) 
in 1852. 
He entered the naval scr 
vice in 1853 as assistant sur.;eot>. 
His first duty was on the sloop ol 


war, 
Warren, stationed at Sausalitn 
In 
September 
1854 the ship wa> 
taken to Mare Island, where Captau. 
(late Admiral) D. C«. Farragut had 
hoisted his flag, the first official oiu 
raised on the yard. In 1855 he was 
ordered to the steamer Actne, and 
later on filled many responsible posi 
tions as he rose in rank. 
He was 
on board of the Kearsarge during 
her fight with the Alabama. He 
married the daughter of Daniel Tur­ 
ner, who was the first civil engineer 
appointed at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard. 
Francis Scott Key, author of 
the "Star Spangled Banner' was Miss 
Turner's grandfather. 
Dr. Biowne 


was 
elected as Supreme officer of the 
Knight Templars, and was a 33d 
degree member. 
He was appointed 
Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery in the navy department at 
Washington, and served until he was 
retired by the law on account of age. 
He was well known all over Califoi 
nia, and held many other 
positions 


of trust and honor besides those men 
tioned above.
